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Szulc: New Republic; Wash. Star; Executive Sessions IO/I /75 

Yesterday morning I was in the Bupont Circle Bldg on the Post Mortem cover. I par ked 
at the Colonial lot on N St. next to the NR bldg. When I finished my business on the 
cover there was a short time before the third hour of parking charges began so I went 
into the NS bldg and asked for Mr. Peretz, was told he was in New York, then the mg. ed., 
and was told he was in conference, and then explained my purpose and asked if anyone 
who could talk to me was in and free. The receptionist picked up the phone and called a 
number and said, "You’d better come down." 

A young man named '■'arshall, I think Everett, did, promptly, I told him I had an 
etliioal question to raise and complaint to make. I then explained my feeling about 
their and the Star's use of the Szulc stoiy and its deceptivonesa and misrepresontatloas 
and of my having be«i in touch with each publication about tMs material earlier, 

I told him the records would show that all compelled declassifications were over 
ray POIA use and that both publications liad failed to report this at any time. That I 
have been trying to get these withheld sessions released and that I am now in court on 
a l ll which also was omitted from tiie Szulc writing. 

That I had written Hr, Peretz making a proposal to him last December - with a 
copy to lor, Pincus* and the i^ceptionist interaupted vjlth a curt "lie hasn’t been here 
for a month." (Sppaox., faithful to content.) I said this had been in December - last 
year - when he was here, and that neither had responded nor, as vdth the Star, had there 
even been an acknowledgement. 

I said tliat I did not know and was not claiming this amounts to plagiarism, I did 
express the belief that it was plain dishonest and went past that when I had written 
the owner and managing editor, so NR knovj and still misarepreaentecl the entire situation 
and in effect made a claim to my work. 

At one point wlien this was the subject I'isrshall exclaimed,"! told Szulc it liad 
been used." (Again, faithful, perhaps only approx.) 

So this makes it more unethical, I told him, because aside from my letters you were 
aware of the syndicated stories of which I told him. 

He asked pi-aotically no questions is a single one. I was and did not hide my anger 
and said I hoped ho would understand that when I have done all this work for all these 
years without any assistance from NR or any others he could begin to understand my 
emotion when for all practical purposes they ripped it off. I reminded him that I had 
had a similar experience under Luce but did not tlien know Luce was oh the CIA payroll. 

Se traid something to the effect those days are over. 

•^2 didn't offer an apology, ask me to wait for the mg ad cr say anyone ..ould be la 
touch with me. So, I told him I believe NR owes me something over this, that I was not 
making a demand hut did expect something to be proposed. When he said notliing I gave 
him my nsjne, address and phone numbor, 

I do find it unusual that with this kind of complaint he would not want an executive 
to apeak to me. And that there was no call from anyone yesterday or until this minute, 
not 4 uite 3 p.m. 

That he had no expression of regret or even pro forma apology wMle admitting that 
he know this was not Szulc 's original work must have angered me more because I know that 
while I had not lost my temper and was not angry when I entered I was quite abgry 
him I left, I&iowing the work was not original they still presented it as their/Soulc's 
original work. I remember telling him also that X had about 300 pages of a manuscript of 
a study written and had filed suits for tlie remaining taansoripts. I do. 

Apparently they are makine a big thing out of t!,at special issue. I bought two copies. 
They liad boxes of them stacked in the reception room. The receptionist took tiiese two 
from an open box. 

Because of lack of NR interest I was there a short while only, ‘‘’t was after 11 wlien I 
left Samid.e Abbott's office, my second hour was up 11s27, and I paid for two hours only.
